TUG KAPID TBaNBir COMPROMISE.

The Hnptd Transit Commission yes-

terday decided to glvo the Manhattan
Elevated Railroad Company the privilege
to extend nnd Improvo Its lines under
conditions very fnvornble to the
corporation and on terms which, It not
as liberal as Mr. Gould nnd his as
sociates demanded, are still very rar
from Just to the city or equitable on n
business basis. Mr. Htnrln'n opposition
to the Spencer proposition has thus ac-

complished some little good, but has
not glvon that protection to the people
they ought to have secured.

Tho Manhattan Is called upon to pay
a rental or lump Mim of 1175,000 a year
for all the privileges It secures, or G

per cent, of Its net Income nftcr deduct-
ing from the gross receipts tho main-
tenance charged, operating expenses
nnd Interest on tho funded debt. This
Is far too llttli for the now franchises
and privileges, which are of the valus
of millions to tho corporation. But the
torms are better for the city than those
proposed by Mr. Oould and Commis-
sioner Spencer.

The great objection to the "com-
promise," which tho Klovated Ilsllroad
Company will eagerly accent. Is the
fact that tho northern extensions may
be put off until the corporation finds
It worth while to build them, and that
tho Company Is not required to run
five-ce- trains the entire distance of
the roods when completod for an hour
In tho morning nnd an hour In the
evening.

The additional tracks and the new
branches will doubtless bo a great publlo
accommodation. Better time ought to
be made on the through tracks, and
there ought not to bo so much crowd-
ing of cars. But tho fact that tho Com-

pany keeps the passengers Inconven-
ienced by reducing the number of Its
trains when travel diminishes, proves
that all the concessions made to the
public by Mr. Gould's corporation must
be wrung from it by law.

It is to bs hoped that the problem of
real rapid trnnslt may yet bo solved,
either by un underground road or
through the New York Central and
Hudson Hlver Kallroad line. At pres-
ent the city has paid a high price 'for
very llttlo valuo received.

AT IT AQAIB.

Tho Brooklyn Aldermen are "at It
again." Yesterday they gave railroad
franchises to their favorite companies.
Ignoring offers of vastly greater value
to the city than the consideration re-

quired from the "combine." One com-

pany offered 1257,000 and a percentage
of gross receipts for a franchise which
was given to tho "combiners" for a
nomlnul percentogo of gross receipts
alone.

What are the people going to do about
It? If they secure the Indictment of
tho rascals, the Brooklyn Juries, drawn
by Brooklyn political ofllclals, acquit
them or disagree. The Judges are not
too anxlotiB for Justice. Boody Is Mayor.
How cuu tho citizens hope for protec-

tion? What occasion is there for dis-

honest oinclals to fear punishment?
No wondor that the honest people of

Brooklyn sl-r- for consolidation nnd favir
the creation or firenter New York. Any
change would he preferable to the

nnd corrupt local government
they now have to endure.

KILLED BY A OABLR OAH.

A boy was klllcl on Bevnnth avenue
yesterday ufternuon by u cable car. Ho
wun tho cable's llrst victim slnco It

commenced Its service. Hut tho kill-

ing was not duo to the system. Tho
fumo accident would havo happened If
the car had been drawn by horses. It
was the uhl story of young children nt
play In the streets. The poor lad, seven
years old. came running round the cor-

ner of Forty-eight- h street, chused by
his compnnluw In a game of "tag," and
ran In front of the car nt the moment
It commenced moving. Tlir driver of a
horso-cu- r would have had no better
chance to prevent tho sad result than
the gilpmnn had.

Nevertheless, the calamity will servo
to Impress upon tho grlpinen the neces
sity of cxtrcma cuutlnn und constant
nutchf illness. Tho object of the man-

agers In delaying tho full operation of
the cnble has been to drill the men
thoroughly In their work. Tho cable
will undoubtedly need greater careful-
ness and vigilance than uro required on
the horsc-cai- and It Is tu be hoped
that yesterday's snd occurrence will be
a lesson to tho cable employees.

"When the temperature gets up to 90

degrees the tenement-hous- e children be-

gin to lie down and die," said on officer
of tho Children's Aid Society. "A day or
two prostrates them, but when the spell
ot heat Is prolonged like this one, it
Is 'hard to save their lives."

Yesterday It was 95 degrees in the
shade. Eleven people were overpowered
by the heat. At 6 o'clock In tho momlnir
poor mothers, weary from loss of sleep,
walked Union and Washington squares
with dying babies In their arms. This
morning there are ribbon roBOttcs nnd
streamers of white crape on the hall
doors along many of the crowded streets
between Fourth and Twentieth, Third
avenue and the river.

At 9 o'olock Monday the Society sent
300 boys and girls to the Bath Beach
Summer Home. They began to arrive
at 7 o'clock, and kept coming until the
boat left for tha Thirty-nint- h street
ferry in Brooklyn. Some of the chil-

dren reached the Battery by the "L"
railroad, and some walked because they
did not have the necessary car fare.
Buch pale-face- bony little boys, and
such skeletons of girls you never saw.
There was scarcely a plump body or a
pair of rosy cheeks among the whole
puny 800.

It was the first 'curslon of the season,
and the little ones were quite craxy with
delight. In their excitement lints, shoes
and stockings, Jackets and even aprons
had been forgotten.

The officer In charge who checked and
shinned the perspiring youngsters, said:

"Well, these 300 boys and girls get a
new lease of life, but God help the baby
rothera and sisters they leavu at home.''
The Society trains, dines und partially

clothes 11,000 children a year, ranging
from four to fourteen years of ago.
Nothing whatever Is done for tha Infant

They are too little to
take advautago of the Industrial schools
or the Bath Beach excursions. For the
last six years It has been the nrivlleire of
the Sick Babies' Fund to hunt up the
wee s, dress, feed, pre-
scribe for, and make their existence us
comfortable as possible.

During tire past month 21,117 lslts
havo been made, und l.Efi ailing babies,
young children nnd kindred udults huve
bi en treated. It would take beveuil
columns of space to tell bow nmny
kind little services "The Woild" physi-
cians have rendeied since the corps was
reorganized. Shoes und stockings, cloth-
ing anil piuvlslons huve been pur-
chased, not dally, but hour-
ly. One day last week an unreliable
mother, who could not be trusted with
the money, wits given Hummer credit
ut a butcher und grocery shup. By an
tiiTungcmt-n- t with the dealers nourish-
ing food for two delicate children with
bronchial trouble, was tu bu delivered ut
the wretched dwelling place six timesa week, the housekeeper volunteering
to prepare It In the absence or weakness
of tho unfortunute mother.

This Is only one of scores of children
whoso board bills have been prepaid
by the Fund.

It cost tho Incredible sum of It.CO a
week to give a brother und sister, liv-
ing In the rear of un Kjst Eleventh
street double-decke- r blown breud und
butter, sweet milk, oaten meal und
meat stew.

Yesterday a poor lettuce merchant
wasbought out. He bud a loud of greens
thut cost him '. und which he had been
trying from 5 A. M. until 1 P. M. to
dispose of at the rate of two bends for
three cents. There were no buyers, and
the Ulsiuiiruged mull, who had u shift-

He would see droves
of men and women sitting placidly on
the tops of the edifices they have reared

getting as far away from the sun-

baked earth as possible, and grumbling

A new roof was given to the public
last night upon which to gambol and
frolic.
